(UPI) — A citizens’ commit- 
tee headed by a Massachu- 
; setts rabbi has started a 
campaign against the 
“vigilante atmosphere” of 
the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee, charging most of its 
members are “hanging 
judges” trying to destroy 
President Nixon. 

The committee took out a 
$5,772 advertisement in Sun- 
day’s New York Times 
headed /“An Appeal Eor 
Fairness.” " 

Rabbi Baruch Korff, 59, of 
Rehoboth, Mass., who 
gained fame in the 1940s for 
his work in the rescue . of 
Jeivs from Nazi Germany, is 
the temporary chairman of 
the group- 

He and 17 .other persons 
signed the 1,600-word adver- 
tisement, whch charged that 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin Jr. 
and four other committee 
members display open pre- 
judgement and hostility to- 
ward the President. 

The ad said*. Sen. Edward 
J- Gurney “has been a 
friend of the White House 
throughout the hearings,” 


but that “Only Sen. Howard 
Baker approaches the posi- 
tion of objectivity claimed 
by his colleagues.” 

“In concert with the anti- 
Nixon media, these hanging 
judges . . . are fostering a 
vigilante atmosphere in the 
nation so pervasive that' the 
people may be led to forget 
.the central fact of this hear- 
ing,” the advertisement said. 

“That fact is one and only 
one _ witness — John Dean— 
bas implicated the President 
in Watergate ... (through) 
a supposition based on an in- 
terpretation of a single re- 
mark made to him last Sep- 
tember by the President.” * 
Korff said $3,300 was 
raised among the committee 
members for the ad and $3,- 
000 was borrowed from an 
unidentified bank. A solici- 
tation for funds to be used 
for more advertising was in- 
cluded in the ad. i 
Other signers of the ad- 
vertisement were Thomas 
W. Pearlman, a Republican 
f councilman in Providence, 
R.I., and Joseph F. Fer- 
nandes, a GOP candidate ! 
for Massachusetts treasurer I 
in 1966. j
